A New Golored Church Organ- 
ization, 


We give some items ‘that may be deemed 
important in connection with church affairs. 
At the desire of the numerous colored mem- 
be rs herctofore belonging to the M, E. Church 

South, they have bee 11 organized into # sepa- 
rate & jurisdiction. The white 
General Conference in 1866, ordered this to 
be done. Accordingly a colored General Con- 
ference was called at Jackson, Tenn., Decem- 
ber 15, i8.0. Nine colored Annual Confer- 
ences had becn previously formed by the 
white [Bishops ,; und these Conferences were 
represented by delegates. There were repre- 
sentatives, colored preachers and laymen, 
from Tennessee, Mississippi, Kentucky, Ar- 
kansas, lexas, Alatama, Georgia and South 
Curvlina, Such changes in the ofd discipline 
were imacde suited their cigguamstances. 
The Conference sat from the loth to the 33d 
of December. ‘The name and style assumed 
by this branch, set off from the parent body 
is: “ The ( were d Methodist Episcopal Church 
in America”’ They do not like the name of 
African, which attaches to other colored 
churches of te Methodist faith. 

They passe! a law that their church house 
should never be used for any political pur- 
poses or asecmllages.

Miles, of Kentucky, 
and Rev. Richar! JL. Vanderhorst of Georgia. 
The forwer, 1 vears old, is a mulatto; the 
latter is 5! ¥ ars old, and pure African in col 
or apd blood. They are spoken of as intelli- 
gent Christian men, enjoying the confidence 
of all Who know them, both white and col- 
ored. Bishops Paine and MceTyeire ordained 
them to be Superintendents and Bishops over 
the people, and it is hoped and believed they 

will guide and govern them well. | 

The white church, in their General Confer- 
ence last May, directed that, when this sepa- 
rate and independent colored or nization is 
complete, all trustees who now hold houses 
of worship, or other church property for the 
use of their colored people, should turn over 
to them ail such property. The large brick 
church in this city, known as * Capers’ Chap- 
el,” falls under this desc ription ; and it is esti- 
mated that over $200,000 worth of the same 
kind of property €xists throughout the South.

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tH” A Mount Vernon, Indiana, corres 
dent tells a story of ° ‘ voudouis.” in w ich 
one Samuel Paine, a negro, was the victim. It 
appears tuat Joseph Abie, also colored, having 
some difficulty with Paine, “ made a contract 
with the devil to place a snake in Paine’ sleg.” 
The manner in which this was accomplished 
is stated thus: “Jt was canght, hung up to 
dry, and then pulverized into 8 fine powder, 
and then placed in the pathof Paine.” Paine 
declared that le suddenty felt the body of the 
serpent embedded in his leg, and he knew at 
once thathe was “ voodoued,” but had not the 
power to help himself, His wife exorcised 
the snake “ by a poukice of red pepper, and 
when removed it was One foot in length. She 
threw it on the fire, and it wriggled on the 
floor before she canghtit,” These statements 
were sworn to before a justice of the peace.
